THE  NINTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
TORONTO  HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY 

For  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1927 

The  90th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Toronto  House  of  Industry  was  held 
in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  House  on  Tuesday,  April  26th,  1927,  ait  4  o’clock. 

The  Meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Canon  T.  W.  Paterson. 

The  Chair  was  occupied  by  The  Mayor. 

Reports  were  presented  by  the  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  Chas.  T. 
Stark;  Board  of  Management ;  Dr.  F.  LeM.  Grasett,  Chairman  of  Outdoor 
Relief,  Mr.  W.  P.  Hubbard,  Chairman  of  Casual  Ward  Relief;  A.  Laughlen, 
Superintendent;  Dr.  Chas.  J.  Copp,  Medical  Advisor,  and  Financial  State¬ 
ment  by  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  Mr.  John  H.  Ince. 

A  resolution  adopting  the  reports  and  that  they  be  published  for  dis¬ 
tribution  among  the  subscribers  to  the  work  of  the  House  was  moved  by 
Mr.  Chas.  T.  Stark,  seconded  by  Rev.  L.  Minehan,  and  carried  unanimously. 

A  resolution  was  passed  naming  the  membership  of  the  Board  of 
Managers;  this  being  moved  by  Mr.  W.  P.  Hubbard,  and  seconded  by 
Mr.  Thos.  Gibson. 

The  Meeting  was  adjourned,  after  which  a  reception  was  held  in  the 
Assembly  Hall. 


REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

The  90th  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  House  of 
Industry  for  the  year  1926-1927. 

The  Trustees  and  Managers  of  the  House  of  Industry  beg  to  submit 
the  Report  of  the  work  of  this  Institution  for  the  year  ending  March 
31st,  1927. 

On  this  the  90th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  this  House,  it  will  be 
interesting  to  present  a  record  of  the  work  at  the  time  of  its  foundation 
in  the  year  1837. 

Our  records  show  that  the  first  printed  report  of  the  work  of  the  House 
— consisting  of  one  printed  sheet — was  issued  in  July  11th,  1837,  when  the 
number  assisted  from  the  commencement  of  this  charity  to  the  present  time 
(July  11th,  1837)  was  given  as  857  persons,  composed  of  “widows,  children, 
deserted  women,  and  persons  enfeebled  by  sickness  and  want  of  work.” 
The  same  report  stated  that  £619  3s.  9d.  had  been  raised  and  disbursed 
and  part  of  the  resources  were  described  as  “Knitting  and  other  work  done 
bv  the  inmates  and  yet  unsold,  £11  10s.  10d.,  and  value  of  stone  broken  by 
the  poor  and  due  by  the  City  Chamberlain  to  whom  sold  for  public  work, 
£22  6s.  2d.” 

The  weekly  Committee  in  charge  of  the  work  at  this  time  was  com¬ 
posed  of  Messrs.  W.  W.  Baldwin,  Alexander  Stewart  and  John  Powell. 

In  November,  1837,  four  months  later,  a  number  of  the  prominent  and 
charitably  disposed  citizens  prevailed  upon  His  Worship,  The  Mayori,  Mr. 
George  Gurnett,. to  call  a  public  meeting  on  the  15th  of  the  month  “To  take 
into  consideration  the  most  efficient  means  of  relieving  the  poor  and  desti¬ 
tute  of  this  city  and  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  the  House  of  Refuge 
and  Industry  established  therein.” 
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It  is  worthy  of  note  that  .a  resolution  was  passed  at  this  meeting,  which 
■was  presided  over  by  His  Worship,  that  it  was  a  duty  and  privilege  of 
Christians  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  the  poor  and  that  every  exertion 
should  be  made  to  render  the  House  of  Industry  a  permanent  institution, 
that  street  begging  should  be  discontinued  and  that  application  be  made 
both  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Toronto  and  the  Provincial  Parlia¬ 
ment  for  the  appropriation  of  a  sum  of  money  to  aid  in  support  of  the 
charity. 

A  subscription  list  was  opened  at  the  meeting,  and  the  sum  of  £55  15s. 
contributed,  the  list  of  the  contributors  containing  names  of  many  of  the 
most  prominent  citizens  of  that  day.  The  Secretary  of  the  meeting  was 
Mr.  Samuel  E.  Taylor. 

The  statement  of  the  work  for  the  year  1837-1838  shows  the  'average 
number  in  the  House,  4  men,  12  women  and  26  children,  total  42;  outdoor 
relief,  864  persons.  Total,  906. 

The  number  of  children  placed  out  54.  Wood  distributed  to  the  poor, 
40  cords  and  consumed  in  the  House,  90  cords. 

In  the  year  1853,  the  first  Annual  Report  was  printed  in  book  form 
containing  15  pages.  The  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  W.  Brent,  in  presenting  the 
report,  stated  that  it  was  gratifying  to  reflect  that  the  House  of  Industry 
is  enabled  to  supply  the  wants  of  all  applicants  not  relieved  by  private 
charity.  He  stated  that  previous  to  1837,  the  poor  of  Toronto  must  have 
been  entirely  relieved  by  private  charity. 

The  number  cared  for  that  year  in  the  Home  was  90;  casuals  sheltered, 
1.025,  and  outdoor  relief  families,  500,  and  the  expenditures  amounted  to 
£945,  a  considerable  proportion  of  this  amount  arising  from  relief  given 
to  outdoor  poor  in  bread  and  wood  during  the  winter. 

The  Board  of  Management  of  the  House  of  Industry  a.s  at  present  con¬ 
stituted  consists  of  40  members,  15  trustees  and  25  managers,  represented 
by  11  clergy,  21  laymen,  4  ladies  and  4  aldermen,  representatives  of  the 
City  Council. 

The  activities  of  the  House  consist  in  : 

(1)  Inmates — Aged  and  destitute  citizens,  upwards  of  60  years  of  age 
who  are  unable  to  support  themselves,  or  to  contribute  but  very 
little  towards  their  maintenance,  who  are  given  continuous  care  in 
the  House,  and  find  a  comfortable  Home  during  the  remainder  of 
their  lives.  The  number  of  this  class  in  the  Home  at  the  present 
time  is  139,  as  compared  with  16  Adults  in  the  first  year’s  operation 
of  the  House. 

(2)  Outdoor  Relief,  consisting  of  prompt  assistance  given  to  worthy 
poor  and  unemployed  citizens  at  their  own  homes.  This  Depart¬ 
ment  of  our  work  has  shown  enormous  growth  corresponding  with 
the  increased  growth  of  the  City.  The  City  contributes  liberally  to 
this  work  and  any  family  in  distress  will  receive  emergent  relief 
the  very  day  of  making  their  wants  known,  so  that  there  need  be 
no  suffering  in  this  respect. 

While  a  work  test  is  not  available  in  all  cases,  yet  a  large  number 
of  applicants  for  relief  assist  in  putting  up  over  700,000  grocery 
packages  for  distribution  to  Outdoor  Relief  cases,  entailing  16,000 
hours  of  labor,  besides  assisting  in  cutting  of  wood  and  helping 
with  other  useful  work  around  the  Institution. 

At  the  request  of  His  Worship  and  Board  of  Control,  all  cases 
receiving  Outdoor  assistance  are  carefully  investigated  by  four 
trained  Investigators,  so  that  no  unworthy  case  will  continue  to 
receive  aid. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Outdoor  Relief  in  1837  was  given  to  160 
families,  comprising  638  children,  as  compared  with  4,350  families 
with  10,205  children  in  year  1926-19 27. 

(3)  The  Homeless  Poor  of  the  City  who  are  sheltered  in  the  ward  for 
many  nights  and  Wayfarers  from  Outside  Municipalities  sheltered  a 
few  nights  during  'the  winter  months.  The  number  of  this  class 
assisted  in  1837  was  95,  as  compared  with  1,246  persons  assisted 
during  the  past  year. 

The  House  has  lample  accommodation  for  this  class  with  steam- 
heated  dormitories,  new  bath-rooms  and  toilet  conveniences,  with 
clean  and  comfortable  beds,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  any  of 
this  class  should  ever  be  housed  in  thejail,  or  other  places,  when 
such  ample  provision  has  been  made  to  meet  the  needs  of  this 
work. 

A  work  test  is  required  of  all  who  are  able  to  do  any  kind  of  work. 

INMATES 

During  the  year  1926-1927,  260  inmates  have  been  cared  for  in  the 
Home.  The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $23,911.89,  an  increase  of  $1,037.45, 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  cost  per  capita  has  been  increased  to  49.76c,  as  compared  with 
38.58c  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  260  inmates,  only  a  very  small  percentage  are  able  to  do  any 
kind  of  work,  and  those  who  are  able,  assist  in  the  work  of  the  House. 
Fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  inmates,  mainly  through  friends  and  relatives, 
contribute  towards  their  support  in  the  Home. 

The  total  daily  average  number  of  Inmates  in  the  Home  was  132.  Of 
the  total  number  of  registered  inmates,  191  were  males  and  69  females.  A 
number  of  the  women  inmates  assist  with  sewing  and  mending,  all  of  the 
heavier  work  of  the  Institution  being  performed  by  the  men. 

OUTDOOR  RELIEF 

The  work  of  this  Department  consists  of  relief  extended  to  families  in 
their  homes,  who  through  Sickness,  Unemployment  and  other  causes  are 
compelled  to  ask  assistance  from  the  City. 

The  number  of  families  assisted  last  year  was  4,350  or  .67  per  cent,  of 
the  present  population  of  650,000. 

Of  the  above,  302  had  sickness  in  the  home. 

1,303  families  were  assisted  for  the  first  time,  being  30  per  cent,  of  the 
total  number. 

1,486  families  of  returned  men  received  assistance,  at  a  cost  of 
$80,154.84. 

The  cost  of  outdoor  relief  for  the  year  was  $234,610.05,  an  average  cost 
of  $53.94  per  family,  compared  with  $48,02  the  previous  year. 

In  connection  with  applications  for  .assistance,  14,628  visits  were  made 
by  our  Investigators,  with  the  result  that  533  applications  were  refused,  for 
good  and  sufficient  reasons.  The  careful  investigation  into  all  cases  effects 
a  large  saving  in  the  cost  of  this  Department. 

We  might  again  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  entire  cost  of 
salaries  and  wages,  including  all  overhead  expenses  in  the  administration 
of  the  work  of  the  House  of  Industry  in  all  Departments  for  the  year,  has 
only  been  $24,420.25,  or  9.20  per  cent,  of  all  monies  expended,  the  lowest 
administration  cost  known  to  this  Board  of  any  city. 

Our  two  motor  cars  have  been  kept  going  to  full  capacity  .a,s  in  the 
past,  in  assisting  us  to  cope  with  all  emergency  cases,  and  have  also  enabled 
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us  to  give  assistance  in  all  cases  which  require  attention,  even  the  same 
day  that  the  applications  are  received,  as  well  as  enabling  our  Investigators 
to  make  a  great  many  more  visits- 

It  affords  us  pleasure  to  once  again  report  the  splendid  co-operation 
of  the  Medical  Health  Department,  City  Relief  Office,  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment,  Neighborhood  Workers’  Association,  the  Division  of  Social  Welfare, 
Toronto  General  Hospital,,  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  and 
a  large  number  of  agencies  engaged  in  the  Relief  and  Social  Work  of  the 
City. 


WAYFARERS’  LODGE 

Of  those  who  were  sheltered  and  cared  for  in  the  Lodge,  30  per  cent, 
were  homeless  residents  of  the  City,  consisting  of  374  persons,  whilst  the 
balance,  872  persons,  came  from  outside  municipalities.  The  Homeless  Poor 
of  the  City  were  sheltered  5,121  nights,  or  77  per  cent,  of  the  total,  and 
those  from  other  municipalities  were  sheltered  1,516  nights  during  the  year, 


or  23  per  cent,  of  the  total  nights. 

Total  cost  of  this  part  of  our  work . ■ .  $6,796.10 

Total  meals  supplied  .  18,512 


TREASURER’S  STATEMENT 

The  Cash  Account  at  31st  March,  1927,  showed  a  balance  in  hand  of 
$11,734.99,  as  compared  with  $11,947.60  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 

The  Revenue  for  the  year  amounted  to  $272,781.10  (an  increase  of 
$18,014.47  over  the  previous  year)  ;  and  the  Expenditures  to  $267,945.54  (an 
increase  of  $19,205.44  over  the  previous  year),,  so  thajt  there  is  a  balance  of 
Income  expenditures  on  'the  year’s  transactions  of  $4,835.56,  as  compared 
with  a  surplus  of  $5,026.53  for  the  previous -year. 

During  the  year  the  'City  Council  increased  its  grant  towards  Ordinary 
Relief  to  $115,000  00  from  the  $100,000.00  in  the  previous  year,  and  has  made 
a  contribution  since  the  1st  January,  1927,  'towards  the  administration  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Unemployment  Relief,  which  amounted  during  the  three 
months  to  $2,700.00. 

The  sum  of  $1 1 5,000.00  has  also  been  set  aside  by  the  City  Council  for 
Ordinary  Relief  for  the  year  1927. 

We  are  pleased  to  advise  that  the  Financial  Statement  of  Unemploy¬ 
ment  Relief,  which  is  presented  semi-monthly  to  the  Board  of  Control,  is 
working  satisfactorily,  a  cheque  issuing  promptly  for  this  Department  of 
our  work.  The  Board  of  Control  is  thus  kept  constantly  advised  of  the 
varying  demands  for  Relief. 

For  further  information  as  to  our  financial  condition,  we  refer  you  to 
the  Treasurer’s  Statement  and  the  Superintendent's  Report,  which  gives 
separate  details  of  all  branches  of  the  work  done  in  connection  with  the 
House. 

The  Board  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  and 

the  devoted  and  faithful  service  of  our  Superintendent  and  his  wife. 

The  spirituaj  welfare  of  the  inmates  is  well  looked  after  by  Ministers 

of  the  various  denominations.  Several  City  Missions  also  have  weekly 

services  throughout  the  year. 

Numerous  concerts  and  suppers  have  been  provided  by  friends  of  the 
House,  which  contribute  towards  brightening  the  lives  of  the  inmates. 

The  Board  of  the  House  sincerely  appreciates  the  splendid  co-operation 
of  all  classes  of  workers  and  earnestly  asks  for  further  interest  and  help 
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on  the  part  of  Ml  citizens  generally  in  carrying  on  this  most  necessary  and 
deserving  work. 

We  again  desire  to  express  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  Consumers’  Gas 
Company  for  ‘.their  generous  gift  of  2,000  bushels  of  coke. 

We  have  to  record  with  deep  regret  the  great  loss  sustained  by  this 

House  in  th  eremoval  by  death  of  the  late  Mr.  Samuel  Crane  and  the 

Rev.  Robt.  Hall. 

Mr.  Crane  was  appointed  a  Boa,rd  Manager  in  1911. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hall  was  elected  a  Board  Manager  in  1904,  Trustee  in  1915, 

and  was  very  active  in  the  w*ork  of  the  House.

REPORT  OF  WAYFARERS’  FODGE 

HOMELESS  POOR  OF  TORONTO 
1926—19 27 

The  number  of  Toronto  citizens  who  found  shelter  at  the  Wayfarers’ 
Lodge  during  the  year,  April,  1926,  to  April,  1927,  was  374,  being  a  decrease 
of  40%,  a-s  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  Toronto  Homeless  Poor  were  cared  for  continuously  where  neces- 
sarjr  during  the  winter  months  and  where  residence  w^as  established.  The 
numbers  sheltered  for  the  three  consecutive  years  were  812,  619  and  374. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  was  15,010. 

The  total  number  of  nights  for  this  class  of  persons  was  5,121,  or  an 
a\  erage  of  13.7  nights  for  each  person  for  the  year. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $5,510.45. 

POOR  FROM  OTHER  COUNTRIES 

The  number  of  men  who  came  from  outside  the  City  and  found  shelter 
in  the  Lodge  was  872,  the  total  number  for  the  three  consecutive  years 
being  733,  618  and  872. 

The  total  number  of  nights  given  to  this  class  was  1,516  or  an  average 
of  1.74  nights  for  each  person  in  the  year. 

The  number  of  meals  supplied  was  3,502. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $1,285.65. 

Therefore,  the  total  number  of  men  sheltered  in  the  Wayfarers’  Lodge 
last  year,  homeless  poor  of  Toronto,  and  poor  from  other  municipalities, 
was  1,246,  the  number  for  the  three  consecutive  years  being  1,545,  1,159  and 
1,246.  The  number  of  women  and  children  who  found  shelter  in  the  Lodge 
was  10,  9  being  from  the  City  and  one  from  an  outside  point.  Number  of 
nights’  shelter  received  by  women  and  children,  41. 

Hence  the  total  number  of  persons  sheltered  during  the  year,  men, 
women  and  children,  v'as  1,246  (1,236  men,  10  women  and  children)  and  the 
total  number  of  nights  was  6,637. 

The  cost  of  the  Lodge  for  the  year  w^as  $6,796.10. 

For  the  three  consecutive  years,  the  cost  was  $9,131.37,  $5,239.33  and 
$6,796.10. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  returned  single  young  men  v^ere  given 
shelter  in  the  Lodge  during  the  year,  2,406  nights,  included  in  Homeless 
Poor  of  Toronto,  and  received  6,895  meals  at  a  cost  of  $2,077.53. 
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Two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  meals  were  given  to  Toronto  Casuals 
who  did  not  sleep  in  the  Ward,  but  came  in  for  meals  only.  (Included  in 
Homeless  Poor  of  Toronto.) 

Meals  supplied  are  as  follows  : 

Breakfast — Bread  and  butter  and  tea;  oatmeal  porridge,  sugar  and 
milk. 

Dinner — Meat  stew;  bread  and  tea;  rice  pudding  with  sugar. 

Tea — Bread  and  butter  and  tea  ;  marmalade  or  jam. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  Casuals,  including  those  who  slept 
in  the  Ward  and  those  who  came  in  for  meals  only,  was  18,512,  at  a  cost 
of  6.5c  per  meal. 

The  average  daily  number  of  Casuals  in  the  building  during  the  three 
winter  months  (January,  February  and  March)  was  28.

11.30  p.m. 

All  those  who  have  had  the  management  of  the  Lodge  have  given 
faithful  and  satisfactory  service.

REPORT  OF  OUTDOOR  RELIEF 

1926-19 27 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

We  beg  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Outdoor  Relief  of  the  past  year, 
at  this,  the  90th,  Annual  Meeting  of  the  House  of  Industry. 

Notwithstanding  its  many  years  of  service,  the  House  is  still  going 
strong,  and  while  it  is  proud  of  its  long  record  of  past  years,  it  lives  in  the 
present,  and  its  face  is  turned  to  the  future  with  the  hope  of  still  greater 
usefulness. 

The  ample  accommodation  of  offices  and  waiting  rooms  for  applicants 
is  provided  without  cost  to  the  City  as  well  as  the  labor  entailed  in  par- 
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celling  up  Groceries  and  other  necessary  work  in  connection  with  Outdoor 
Relief. 

The  purchase  of  supplies  at  wholesale  and  manufacturers’  prices  en¬ 
ables  the  House  to  effect  a  large  saving  in  all  Departments,  but  more  par¬ 
ticularly  in  connection  with  Outdoor  Relief. 

All  applications  for  Relief  made  personally,  or  by  anyone  interested  in 
a  case,  receive  prompt  and  immediate  attention,  assistance  being  given 
without  delay  and  investigation  made  by  one  of  our  trained  Investigators. 

In  case  of  sickness  or  great  destitution,  food  and  fuel  will  be  delivered 
by  truck  within  an  hour  or  two  after  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent 
has  been  drawn  to  the  case. 

Great  care  is  taken  to  relieve  distress  without  embarrassment  to  the 
applicant  and  deliveries  of  supplies  are  made  by  private  truck,  no  parcel 
containing  any  distinguishing  mark  upon  it. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  all  those  depending  upon  the  House  for 
fuel  were  well  and  promptly  looked  after  by  the  firm  supplying  the  Coal, 
and  our  thanks  are  due  to  this  firm  for  the  care  and  attention  given  to 
these  cases. 

During  the  past  year,  4,350  families  were  assisted,  as  compared  with 
4,681  for  the  previous  year,  showing  a  decrease  of  331  families  or  8  per 
cent.  In  the  4,350  families  assisted,  there  were  10,205  children. 

Of  these,  2,864  were  families  of  Civilians,  comprising  6,417  children,  and 
1,486  were  families  of  Soldiers,  comprising  3,788  children.

There  were  four  Investigators  employed  by  the  House  up  to  the  1st  of 
January,  when  the  number  was  increased  to  six  for  the  balance  of  the 
Winter  months.  This  was  necessitated  by  the  large  number  of  cases 
requiring  visitation. 

The  Investigators  made  14,628  written  reports,  9,669  being  on  Civilian 
cases  and  4,959  on  Soldier  cases. 

The  number  of  applicants  refused  relief  for  various  reasons,  after 
thorough  investigation,  was  533,  of  whom  364  were  Civilians  and  169 
Soldiers. 

796  letters  were  written  to  different  agencies  engaged  in  Social  Service 
work  from  this  office  during  the  year. 

1,303  families,  or  30  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  cases,  were  given 
relief  for  the  first  time. 

Close  contact  with  other  organizations  interested  in  Welfare  Work  is 
maintained  to  prevent  duplication,  and  the  staff  were  in  conference  with 
the  following  agencies  in  conducting  investigations  :

The  cost  to  the  City  for  the  above  weekly  supply  of  Groceries  during 
the  past  winter  ranged  from  $3.30  to1  $3.69,  being  practically  on  a  par  with 
the  previous  year. 

During  the  year,  38,949  grocery  orders  were  distributed,  made  up  of 
701,082  packages ;  4,971  grocery  orders  were  delivered  where  the  applicant, 
from  sickness  or  other  cause  was  unable  to  come  for  supplies  in  person. 

There  was  also  delivered  at  the  homes  of  'applicants  3,118  13/20  tons  of 
coal,  375,798  loaves  of  bread  (1^4  lbs.)  and  607,570  pints  of  milk. 

The  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Laughlen  have  given  their  best  thought 
and  consideration  to  the  work  of  this  Department,  and  their  Investigators 
and  Office  Staff  under  their  direction  have  shown  efficiency  and  good  judg¬ 
ment  in  carrying  out  their  duties  and  in  dealing  with  the  applicants  for 
assistance,  all  making  for  the  successful  administration  of  the  work  of 
this  Institution.

HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY,  TORONTO 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  31st,  1927

At  the  close  of  the  official  year  31st  March,  1927,  there  were  139  inmates 
in  the  House — 101  men  and  38  women. 

Applicants-  for  admission  to  our  Institution  have  nearly  all  endured 
lives  of  anxiety,  privation  and  strain  of  various  kinds  and  nearly  all  show 
marked  evidence  of  cardio-vascular  disease  or  chronic  debilitating  condi¬ 
tions,  and  the  quiet  routine  of  the  House  usually  benefits  their  condition, 
and  many  undoubtedly  have  their  lives  prolonged. 

There  is  a  general  spirit  of  happiness  on  the  part  of  those  for  whom 
we  are  responsible,  though  many  lie  bed-ridden  for  weeks  at  a  time. 

The  relationship  established  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Toronto 
General  Hospital,  whereby  those  who  suffer  from  acute  illness  are  taken 
into  the  Hospital  to  be  returned  to  us  on  recovery,  still  continues,  and  we 
find  it  possible  to  take  from  all  the  General  Hospitals  of  the  City  several 
of  those  who  have  no  homes  to  go  to  following  their  period  of  treatment 
in  the  Hospital. 

Twenty-two  of  our  inmates  have  gone  to  the  Hospital  under  these  con¬ 
ditions  and  13  have  been  received. 

At  the  present  time,  both  the  men’s  and  women’s  infirmaries  are  fairly 
well  filled  with  infirm  patients  demanding  a  good  deal  of  attention.

I  have  to  report  that,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in 
the  Minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Conrol,  which  was  held  on  the 
30th  May,  1923,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  Books  a,nd  Accounts  of  the 
House  of  Industry  for  'the  year  ended  31st  March,  1927. 

The  attached  Balance  Sheet  shows  the  financial  position  of  the  House 
as  desclosed  by  the  Books  of  Account. 

Inventories  for  Materials  and  Supplies  on  hand  were  produced  and 
were  certified  by  the  Superintendent. 

In  the  absence  of  more  definite  information,  La,nds  and  Buildings  have 
been  taken  into  account  at  the  1925  assessed  value.  I  have  not  examined 
the  Title  Deeds. 

The  Endowment  Investments  were  verified  by  inspection  or  by  certifi¬ 
cate.  Among  the  investments,,  there  is  an  amount  of  $2,000.00  for  the  Mary 
Pollard  Trust,  the  income  only  of  which  is  receivable  by  the  House.
